The Cure for Panic , 


Many remedies are now offered te 
help men conquer fear. Some of these 
are good as far as they go, but they 
do not reach the heart of the disease. 
Dr. John A. P. Millet, head of the Emer- 
gency Committee of Neuro-Psychiatric 
Societies, recently began a series of lec- 
tures in New York to air-raid wardens 
on the subject of panic. (Time, April 
6.) “Actually panic, which is sudden, 
unreasonable fear, may make people 


stampede, faint, sweat, shake, . . . have 
palpitation of the heart — but it will not 
kill a healthy person. The people who 
panic most easily are those who have 
unconscious anxieties of their own, 
which danger brings to the surface.” 
Dr. Millet said to the wardens that pan- 
icky individuals need to be isolated from 
crowds, and should have medical care. 
He advised civilians who want to pro- 
tect themselves and their families from 
possible panic to “take part in more 
family, group, and community activities. 
Get a definite emergency job to do, and 
practice it. Avoid over-fatigue and mal- 
nutrition. Avoid synthetic morale-build- 
ers like alcohol, fatalism, or ‘forgetting the 
war.’ Remember that attackers never 
panic.” He came nearest to the heart 
of the problem when he said that those 
who give way to panic “most easily are 
those who have wnconscious anxieties of 
their own.” But God’s Word offers bet- 
ter remedies than these. Whether men 
realize it or not, probably the strongest 
incentives to panic are, in the order of

their importance, the fear of death and 
judgment, and the fear of physical suf- 
fering. We can be freed from the first 
only by the knowledge that “Christ died 
for our sins,” and that we have “eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” All 
of us naturally shrink from physical suf- 
fering, but even that can be faced calmly 
when we remember such words as these, 
“My grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness.” 
We cannot store up His grace, but it will 
be given when the ordeal comes. And 
as for anxieties, conscious or unconscious, 
we have this word: “In nothing be 
anxious; but in everything by prayer and 
supplication with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. And 
the peace of God, which passeth all un- 
derstanding, shall guard your hearts and 
your thoughts in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4: 
6, 7, R. V.). “Behold, God is my salva- 
tion; I will trust, and not be afraid: for 
the Lord Jehovah is my strength and 
my song; he also is become my salvation” 
(Isa, 12:2).

IV. The Rabbi’s Daughter and Isaiah 53 


was a rabbi in Russia, and her 

grandfather the chief rabbi of 
Moscow. Both were devout men, faith- 
ful in instructing their children. The 
father had read the Old Testament with 
Esther, from the first verse in Genesis 
forward, and they were now in Isaiah. 
As they proceeded Esther noted that her 
rabbi father, for the first time. omitted 
verses here and there, and when he had 
finished Isaiah 52 he skipped the entire 
following chapter. That seemed strange, 
and she asked him why he did it. He 
appeared embarrassed and then said a 
stranger thing still, namely, “That chap- 
ter is for the Christians.”

“He shall not fail nor be discour- 
aged, till he have set judgment in 
the earth: and the isles-shall wait 
for his law” (Isa. 42:4). 
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“For the Christians! What does that 
mean? Is there a Christian Bible in our 
Jewish Bible?” She dared not ask. The 
rabbi had a ruler with which he rapped 
unoffending knuckles. But she read and 
read and pondered over the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures and always had back in 
her mind a question mark. Who was this 
Suffering Servant? 

Then came the Russo-Japanese war of 
1904 and her father and brothers, fearing 
conscription, fled to the New World. But 
they did not take Esther with them, even 
though her mother also left her. Esther 
was religious and greatly interested in 
religious questions. They had heard that 
in New York were repulsive men and 
women called “missionaries” who misled 
honest Jews from their Jewish faith into 
apostasy. She was safer back in Russia. 

But the girl became ever more deter- 
mined to know to whom it was this 
Christian insertion in Jewish prophecy 
referred. She called on the Russian 


” priest and visited the idolatrous Ortho- 


dox church, blazing with lights and hung 
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with icons. She got no satisfaction there. 
Worse than that, it became known to 
the Jewish community that she was vis- 
iting heathen temples and the news was 
relayed to her parents on the East Side 
of New York. She was summoned across 
the Atlantic. 

‘Her people lived on Fourteenth Street 
over by Avenue A, in the ghetto, with 
eight people in two rooms. At first she 
was not allowed to leave the house; her 
orthodoxy was to be protected against 
all risks. This harsh regimen was later 
modified, and she was able to get work 
to help her dear mother, sewing buttons 
on garments ten hours a day. She 
walked twenty-six blocks back and forth 
to work, and received three dollars a 
week. That was what the Statue of Lib- 
erty meant to poor Jews in those days. 

Her conversion was on this wise. Her 
father told her in the early days of her 
arrival that she might visit the movie, 
and gave her ten cents. She was still 
wearing her Russian clothes, peasant 
bodice, and high boots, with Slavic 
brajding of the hair, and as she passed 
down the street people turned to look 
at this strange apparition from eastern 
Europe. When she reached the theater 
she laid down her dime and was taking 
up the ticket when she heard singing 
behind her. She turned around. It was 
a band of Salvationists. The ticket was 
dropped, the dime recovered, and she 
joined the crowd. 

“What are they talking about?” she 
asked a Jewess beside her, speaking in 
Yiddish. 

“Oh, it is just Gentile foolishness. 
They are saying that the Servant of 
Isaiah 53 is their crucified Jesus.” 

Then a strange thing occurred. At 
that very moment, she says, the Lord 
Jesus came into her heart and she be- 
came a new ereature in Christ. She 
could not explain this to the Salvationists 
in English, so she asked a Jewish man 
standing by to be her translator, and 
through him she recounted all. 

Later came.the usual persecution by 
her family, when it was realized what 
had happened. This culminated in ex- 
pulsion from her home. She went out 
not knowing where to go. While sitting 
in Union Square in great dejection, a 
woman fell into conversation with her. 
She proved to be a member of the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance. This new 
friend gave her a good dinner, took her 
under her wing, and introduced her to 
other Christians. The result was train- 
ing for Christian work at the Alliance 
Institute at Nyack, N. Y. 

There followed open-air preaching on 
the street corners of the East Side. She 
was drenched with water thrown by 
pailfuls from windows, became the tar- 
get of hot ashes in paper bags, of over-

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ripe fruit, and other missiles. When 
she was driven from one corner she went 
to, another. 

After some years she married a Scot- 
tish Christian, and her Christian testi- 
mony ran alongside of her life as wife 
and mother. Two years ago she was 
widowed, and since then she has car- 
ried on a humble little mission in 
Franklin Street (No. 102), Jersey City. 
To the Jew first, yes, yet to Italian Cath- 
olics and drunken Americans also she 
tells stories of answered prayer. They 
prayed three hours for equipment of 
seats and piano, and on the same day 
there came a gentleman from East 
Orange who happened to have just these 
things in storage. He was a Christian 
and an entire stranger who, that morn- 
ing, was ordered of God to visit this 
mission of whose needs he was unaware. 

In the winter of 1940 the mission had 
its testing. Esther was summoned to the 
criminal court of Jersey City to answer 
to the charge of preaching to Catholic 
children. The plaintiff was Guiseppe 
Fantasia (well-named), whose lawyer 
was George Capelli, and the case was 
brought before Judge Anthony Botti. 
Various Christian lawyers offered to de- 
fend her, but she declined on the ground 
of 2 Corinthians 6:1. When asked by 
the Catholic judge if she had no attor- 
ney she replied, “Only the Wonderful 
Counsellor of Isaiah ‘9, Jesus Christ.”

Many Catholic women and children ap- 
peared as witnesses, but their testimony 
was halfhearted. The judge asked her 
why she did not believe in her own 
Jewish religion. She replied, “Your 
Honor, I certainly do believe in my Jew- 
ish religion. Jesus, my Lord and coming 
King, was of the root and house of Da- 
vid.” Again asked what she was paid 
for preaching she returned, “Nothing! 
All payment was made on the cross of 
Christ.” The puzzled Jersey City magis- 
trate then asked how support came. “I 
pray for the needs and they are sup- 
plied.” He reprimanded her for preach- 
ing to Catholics, whereat she presented 
her Catholic judge with a Gospel of John. 

At the second hearing she likewise 
distributed Scripture portions and tracts 
among the court officers and listeners. 
The case was dismissed, as her accusers 
this time failed to appear and the tes- 
timony of the children was in her favor. 
The last remarks of Judge Botti were: 
“Mrs. Macgillivray, I realize now that 
you are a good and true Christian and 
that these charges are false.” 

“We praise God for this splendid vic- 
tory for freedom of worship in Jersey 
City,” says Mrs. Macgillivray. “There was 
but one great and noted Counsellor on 
our side. He won the case and handed 
in no bill. There was also but one wit- 
ness for our side. He was the- Holy 
Spirit.”

Suppers in the Church 


T was interested in your issue of March 
28, under Notes on Open Letters, subject, 
“Selling Literature in Church.” 

It would seem to me selling suppers in 
the church basement would come practi- 
cally under the same head. Will you 
please tell me how we should regard 
selling food or suppers to raise money for 
the church? There seems to be quite a 
difference . regarding this matter. 
Some disapprove very much; others can 
see nothing wrong in the practice—A 
Minnesota subscriber. 

The problem discussed in the issue of 
March 28 was not whether it ‘is wrong 
to raise money for the church by selling 
literature in the church, but whether it 
should always be considered wrong to 
sell literature in the church building. 
The reader whose letter was then an- 
swered asked whether we could apply in 
this case Mark 11:15-17, the passage 
which tells us that the Lord Jesus “went 
into the temple, and began to cast out 
them that sold and bought in the tem- 
ple,” etc. The reply pointed out that 
church buildings today are not holy in 
the same sense as the Temple in our 
Lord’s time, and that therefore it. is 
not wrong to sell Christian literature in 
the church building, if this is done de- 


cently and in order and not on Sunday. 
But the purpose of such commerce in 
literature was shown to be for the con- 
venience and edification of the people, 
and not to raise money for the church. 

The Times believes it is wrong to have 
suppers in the church for the purpose of 
raising money; but not wrong to have 
such gatherings for Christian fellow- 
ship, in rooms provided for that. pur- 
pose, and for which a charge may be 
made simply to cover expenses. The 
true Church is not an organization, but 
a living organism, made up of all true 
Christians of whatever denomination or 
race. The work of the Church should 
be supported by the voluntary gifts of 
believers, for which gifts they expect 
nothing material in return. The prin- 
ciples of Christian giving are set forth 
in such passages as the following: “Up- 
on the first day of the week let every 
one of you lay by him in store, as-God 
hath prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings when I come” (1 Cor. 16:2); 
“Freely ye have received, freely give” 
(Matt. 10:8); “Every man according as 
he purposeth in his heart, so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of necessity; for

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2. What's the harm in gambling? 
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Questions of the Man in Uniform

S GAMBLING on a small scale really 
wrong? Here is a question the man 
in uniform is bound to face, if he 

has not already faced it in civilian life. 
For there are times in the services when 
men are idle, and it is common to while 
away such time in gambling. What is 
a chap to do? Join in and be reckoned 
a “good sport,” or hold aloof at the risk 
of being dubbed a “spoilsport”? After 
all, what harm is there in it, especially 
if a man does not go beyond what he 
can afford to lose? 

To answer such a question we must 
first be clear as to what gambling is— 
wherein lies its distinctive principle. 

A contributor to a Canadian news- 
paper recently urged that lotteries be 
legalized. He ridiculed the legal checks 
placed on the gambling spirit of the 
public, saying: 

“Gambling spirit forsooth! As if our 
whole lives were not a gamble. Every 
drive on the highway is a pure gamble. 
Business is a fierce game in which we 
stake ability, capital, and credit on a 
five-to-one chance. The farmer, who 
backs his health and strength against 
the odds of weather and climate, is, from 
first to last, a gambler. We allow a 
young man to march up the flower- 
decked aisle of a church to gamble away 
his whole future but we pass 
stringent laws to prevent the same young 
man from taking part in a lottery that 
may cost him a dollar or two.” 


Gambling Compared to Risk 

Now all this argument, the kind of 
thing that has carried away many a 
young man, is based on a misuse of 
words. In essence the argument is just 
this: It is foolish to oppose gambling 
when all of life is a gamble. But that 
is a false statement. What is true is 
that all of life is risky, but not all risk 
is gambling. All life involves risk, but 
all life does not cultivate risk for its 
own sake, as gambling does. Instead, the 
element of risk in normal life is as 
wisely safeguarded as possible. 

Insurance, for example, is not gam- 
bling, but its very opposite. It is a way 
of spreading the risks of life over a wide 
area to safeguard the individual. In- 
surance does not cultivate risk for its 
own sake; it is a way of helping people 
survive life’s hazards by minimizing 
them as far as possible. 

Gambling has rightly been described 
as “a sort of blasphemy against life, be- 
cause it is an abuse of an element in life, 
risk. and chance, that is essential to 
courageous living.” 


Can you answer the question of the 
subtitle? It is one thing to know 
that gambling is wrong, — and every 
out-and-out Christian knows it is; 
but it is another matter to analyze 
the problem and show why it is 
wrong. In this second article of his 
series Mr. Harris has done just that, 
and his arguments are clear and con- 
vincing.

Canon Green defines gambling as “an 
agreement between two parties whereby 
the transfer of something of value from 
one to the other is made to depend on an 
uncertain event in such a way that the 
gain of one party is balanced by the loss 
of another.” This covers games of chance 
for money, betting on racing and other 
sports, sweepstakes, raffles, lotteries, and 
such business transactions as buying and 
selling shares on margin. 


Something for Nothing 


The essence of gambling is not risk, or 
even speculation. These exist in legiti- 
mate ventures. Rather, gambling is based 
on the desire to get something for noth- 
ing. Its distinctive principle is gain at 
the expense of the unwilling loss of an- 
other who equally desires to get some- 
thing for nothing. Thus we see gambling 
to be, not the risk and hazard common 
to all life, but the cultivation of this 
factor in life with a view to making 
gain at the expense of the unwilling loss 
of others. 

Gambling, being what it is, is wrong 
because it breaks the law of God. For 
betting is an attempt to get money out 
of your neighbor’s pocket without giving 
him anything in return. In other words 
it is rooted in covetousness, and there- 
fore breaks the Tenth Commandment. 
The whole law of God is summed up in 
the word love. “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God ... and thy neighbour as thy- 
self.” But gambling breaks both points 
of this law. It is a sin against God, be- 
cause it is mammon worship, and Christ 
has declared most emphatically that we 
cannot serve God and mammon. And it 
is a sin against our neighbor because it 
is an attempt to make personal gain at 
the expense of our neighbor’s unwilling 
loss. No man who loves his neighbor 
will treat him in that way, for it is 
directly contrary to the Christian prin- 
ciple of service, and self-sacrifice for 


, even for meals. 


others. Gambling then goes down as 
being wrong on these two counts. It 
breaks the law of God through covetous- 
ness, and also by lovelessness both to 
God and man. 

Gambling also brings a train of evils, 
and for that reason should be avoided. 
Gambling has given us a class of non- 
producers who live by fleecing their fel- 
lows. It is said that the losses of the 
betting people of England provide a liv- 
ing for 250,000 people, and for this the 
bookmaker and his associates give no 
useful service to society. The existence 
of such a class in society is an unhealth- 
ful condition of things, 


The Foe of Business and Sport 


Then the unsettling effect of gambling 
on the gambler is recognized as a source 
of lowered efficiency in workers. The 
excitement of their gambling interests 
unfits men for steady work, so that gam- 
bling is a foe of industry, stability, re- 
liability, and efficiency among employees. 
A peace-time estimate puts the reduc- 
tion of factory production in Great 
Britain due to the distraction of the 
betting interests of workers at twenty 
per cent. 

Then there are its ill effects on legiti- 
mate business, money being diverted 
therefrom, merchants’ debts going un- 
paid, and on the stock exchange, pros- 
perity artificially boosted and depression 
correspondingly increased in bad times, 

Gambling is also the foe of clean sport, 
corrupting and degrading every sport 
with which it becomes associated. Punch 
once put it thus: 

The true spoilsport is betting, 

Although it suits the baser sort, 

What’s sport to them is death to sport. 

Gambling is well known as a fruitful 
source of crime. Many a man is in jail 
because gambling has led him astray. 
The desire to secure money for gambling, 
or to cover losses sustained therein has 
put many behind the bars. 

Much human wretchedness has come 
from gambling, too. Wives and children 
often suffer through the gambling habits 
of wusbands and fathers, as money 
needed for food and clothing is wasted 
and lost in gambling. The neglect and 
even the breaking up of homes has been 
an evil fruit of this pernicious habit. 

A woman, years ago, dying in a hos- 
pital, said this of her gambling husband: 
“When he wins, he drinks and stops 
work, and when he loses he is so dis- 
agreeable there is no living with him, 
and the children are afraid to come in 
And win or lose, there’s 
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never a penny extra for clothes or boots 
for me or for them, or for a bit of holi- 
day for any of us. It’s all sin and wick- 
edness from beginning to end.” 

Can there then be any question about 
the Christian attitude to a practice so 
fraught with sin and suffering? It will 
not do for us to say we will just gamble 
on a small scale, within the bounds of 
what we can afford to lose. That is a 
selfish way of looking at it. What about 
others? Many suffer losses they cannot 
afford, through the widespread habit of 
gambling. The only really Christian at- 
titude must be one of nonparticipation 
in what has grown to be a great social 
evil. 

Even such things as raffles for chari- 
ties and card playing for small prizes 
savor too much of gambling for Chris- 
tians to be able to endorse them and 
participate in them. The principle of the 
thing is wrong, and it is from such small 
beginnings that the habit is established 
and grows to its serious proportions. 

Many a young man has felt the ap- 
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peal of gambling come to him along the 
lines of youth’s love for risk and ad- 
venture. To such the reminder must be 
given that there are far nobler ways 
of exercising a love for hazard and ad- 
venture. Fighting the Devil is more 
fun than serving him, as hundreds of 
keen young Christians can testify. The 
call of Jesus Christ is for young men 
and women who will forsake all and 
follow Him. In such a life youthful faith 
can dare to live dangerously, and take 
risks in the highest cause. Many have 
heard in Christ’s call to preach the Gos- 
pel to all nations a call to leave ease 
and comfort and to take risks for Christ 
and the Gospel’s sake. As for men in 
the fighting services of their country, 
risk and hazard is the portion they 
assume, Let them accept it in the cause 
of their country, and let them also risk 
bearing the “reproach of Christ” among 
their comrades by being straightfor- 
wardly and unreservedly Christian in all 
their daily life.

Nationwide Prayer for Revival and Victory 


A great need, and a practical plan

NE of the things that is most em- 

phasized throughout the entire 
Bible is this fact: that sin is always 
judged. It is always punished. 

Long ago Moses told the Children of 
Israel that they would be punished if 
they failed to keep the commandments 
of God. They did fail to keep them 
again and again, and they were always 
punished for their sins. Finally they 
committed the greatest sin of all in re- 
jecting their Messiah, the Lord Jesus 
Christ; and because of this they are suf- 
fering even to this very day. 

What is the application to us, in our 
day, of this great principle of the pun- 
ishment of sin? We, as a nation, have 
forgotten God. We have sinned griev- 
ously against Him. Our sins are moun- 
tain high. This war is a judgment of 
God upon our country for her multiplied 
iniquities. 

ecently, in reading the Book of 
Judges, I was greatly impressed with 
the fact that when the Children of Is- 
rael sinned, God “strengthened” the 
heathen nations that were about them. 
He gave those heathen nations victory 
in battle over the Israelites in order to 
punish His people for their sins. So, 
today, God is “strengthening” our 
enemies against us to punish us for our 
multiplied iniquities. Who would have 
thought fhat “little” Japan would have 
dared to declare war against “great” 
America! And who would have im- 


agined that Japan would have won such 
great victories in so short a time! God 
is using Japan and Germany as whips to 
punish us for our sins. 

What is the way out, and the way to 
victory, for our country? It is through 
repentance, and revival, and returning 


‘to God with all our hearts. And what 


is the way to bring revival? Through- 
out all the centuries there has been just 
one way by which revival has come, and 
that is through earnest, intercessory, be- 
lieving prayer. Hence the great need 
of today is to mobilize the prayer forces 
of our country to intercede for a great 
outpouring of God’s Spirit upon our 
land—an outpouring that will bring 
conviction and confession of sin; and a 
return to God with all our hearts; and 
a great Heaven-sent spiritual awakening. 
Long ago God, speaking to Solomon, 
said: “If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land” (2 Chron. 7:14). 
An attractive card entitled: “Revival 
and Victory Prayer Card” supplies a 
simple and effective method of enlisting 
prayer for ‘revival, and victory for our 
arms. The card suggests that Christian 
people everywhere should spend ten 
minutes daily in earnest intercession for 
our country in this hour of crisis. The 
pledge on the card reads as follows: 
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“With God’s help I will endeavor to 
spend ten minutes or more daily, alone 
or with others, praying for repentance, 
revival, and return to God, throughout 
our land; and for victory for our forces 
on land and sea and in the air.” 

On the back of the card there are a 
number of suggestions for daily prayer. 
For example, it is suggested that we pray 
for revival in our own hearts and homes, 
and in other hearts and homes through- 
out our land. We are also asked to 
pray for a great outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit upon the people of America to 
bring conviction of sin; confessing and 
forsaking of sin; and whole-hearted re- 
turn to God and to His Word. 

It is also suggested that earnest prayer 
be offered that ministers of the Gospel 
will be led to call their people to pray 
for a great spiritual awakening through- 
out the nation; that revival fires may be 


kindled in villages, towns, and cities all | 


over America; and that great multitudes 
of civilians, soldiers, sailors, air men, and 
defense workers may be born again. . 

It is further suggested that we pray 
for our civil and military leaders; that 
they may turn to God with all their 
hearts, and may be given divine wisdom 
in the conduct of the war; and that we 
may be preserved, as far as the Lord 
sees best, from bombing and invasion. 
Further, we are requested to pray that 
—as our nation repents and returns to 
God and the Lord Jesus Christ — great 
victories may be brought to pass on 
land, and sea, and in the air. The card 
also suggests that other petitions, and 
causes for praise, should be added to 
those suggested above, by each indi- 
vidual in his or her daily intercession. 

In addition to the daily prayers of in- 
dividuals for revival and victory, the 
prayer card suggests that cottage prayer 
meetings for united intercession should 
be held each week. Monday evening 
has been designated as the nation-wide 
cottage prayer meeting night, as it will 
not interfere with the regular meetings 
that are held each week in the various 
churches. It is not necessary to have a 
large group in order to start a cottage 
prayer meeting. Our Lord Himself said: 
“Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them” (Matt. 18:20). 

Someone may say: “Yes, that prayer 
plam is a good one, but my prayers 
would not. mean very much in helping 
to bring about revival and victory.” No 
one can estimate the power of earnest 
intercession on the part of one person. 
You remember long ago, how God 
through Moses wrought those great signs 
and wonders in the land of Egypt, and 
then led the Children of Israel through 
the Red Sea, and fed them with manna 
from Heaven in the wilderness. Yet, while 
Moses was up in the mountain communing 
with God, they committed a terrible sin. 
They made a golden calf, and worshiped 
it, instead of God. The Lord was. so 
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angry with the people that He declarea 
to Moses that He would destroy the Chil- 
dren of Israel and make of Moses a 
nation greater and mightier than they. 

What did Moses say in reply? Did he 
say, “Yes, Lord, they deserve to be de- 
stroyed, and it is very good of you to 
make a great nation of,my descendants.” 
He said nothing of the kind. He went 
up into the mountain again, and once 
more spent forty days and nights crying 
to God not to destroy. the people whom 
He had redeemed from the bondage of 
Egypt. God heard and answered the 
prayers of Moses, and did not destroy 
the nation. In short, the prayers of one 
man saved the nation from destruction. 
.So by your prayers you can accomplish 
great things for your country in this 
hour of crisis. 

You may say: “I am too busy to spend 
time in prayer. I have my own work 
to do, and that takes up all my time.” 
Let me give you a word of personal tes- 
timony. I, too, have my own work to 
do day by day; but I want to testify 
that since I have been praying earnestly 
for our country, and seeking to enlist 
others to do the same, the Lord has in- 
creased His blessing upon my own daily 
work. I am really amazed at the way 
in which He is blessing my work, as I 
take time to pray, and to encourage 
others to pray, for revival and victory 
in the great conflict in which we are 
engaged.

It was 
very hard at first, but God gave me the 
grace to stick to the promise I had made. 
And I want to testify here that this 
method of taking time for prayer day by 
day revolutionized my entire prayer life. 
Never in the world could I go back to 
spending merely a moment or two in the 
morning, and a moment or two at night, 
in prayer. 

This is a time of tremendous crisis in 
the history of our country. Are we will- 
ing to pay the price that is needed to 
bring about revival and victory? I feel 
confident that great multitudes of God’s 
children will gladly make this sacrifice, 
and spend ten minutes or more daily in 
prayer, and gather in homes once each 
week for united intercession. 

Will not each child of God who reads 
these lines determine to spend ten min- 
utes daily in earnest intercessory prayer 
for nation-wide revival and victory? If 
multitudes will do this, I feel confident 
that we will soon see revival fires kin- 
dled all over our land that will lead 
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multitudes of precious souls into the 
Kingdom of God; that will bring great 
multitudes of worldly Christians back to 
their first love for the Lord; and that 
will give glorious victories to our armed 
forces on land, and sea, and in the air. 

You can have a very real and vital 
share in helping to bring revival and 
victory to our land, not only by your 
own intercession, but by enlisting others 
to pray. Will you not send for a supply 
of the Revival and Victory Prayer Cards, 
and give them to the members of your 
church, and Sunday school, and Bible 
class, and young people’s and mission- 
ary societies; and send them in letters 
to your friends and relatives?

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The Shadow 


An important aspect of the Sunday - 
school lesson in this issue 








of the Cross 
By Oswald J. Smith, D.D. 














HE internal evidence for the claims 

of Jesus Christ are absolutely irre- 
futable. Again and again the shadow of 
the cross falls across His pathway and 
proves conclusively that He knew the end 
from the beginning. If He was not the 
Son of God, if He was not what He 
claimed to be, then how did He know? 


Infidels, atheists, and agnostics never 
have and never can refute His claims. 
No mere man has ever been able to 
describe his own death; but this Man — 
the God Man—did. He knew exactly 
what was going to happen. How, I ask, 
is the unbeliever going to explain it? 

In Matthew 16:21 we behold the 
shadow of the cross for the first time 
during His earthly ministry. This verse 
reads as follows: 

From that time forth began Jesus to shew 
unto his disciples, how that he must go unto 
Jerusalem, and suffer many things of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and be raised again the third day. 

Here was Jesus in the very midst of 
His ministry, long before it happened, 
telling His disciples exactly how it 
would all end. It was to be in Jerusa- 
lem. Could any mere man name the 
city, village, or town in which he would 
die? Jesus did. He named Jerusalem. It 
might have been Nazareth, or Samaria, 
or Bethlehem, or Jericho, or any other 
of the hundreds of villages and cities 
of Palestine; but He named only one— 
Jerusalem. How, I ask, did He know? 

He said He would suffer many things 
of the elders, chief priests, and scribes. 
How did He know that? He stated that 
He would be killed—not, mark you, 
that He would die a natural death — 
He was to be executed and He knew it. 
If He was not the Son of God, if He did 
not possess omniscience, then how are 


we going to explain the accurate infor- 
mation which He gave to His disciples? 

Moreover, He said that He would be 
raised again. Could any ordinary man 
have made.such a claim? Could you, 
could I? Furthermore, He said it would 
be on the third day. He knew the exact 
day it would happen. He was to be 
resurrected; He knew it and He told it 
long before it happened. Later on it 
took place exactly as He said it would. 
How, I ask, did He know? There is but 
one explanation. -He must have been 
what He said He was, very God of very 
God. 

But again the same shadow falls 
across His pathway. Look at Matthew 
17:22, 23: 

The Son of man shall be betrayed into 
the hands of men: and they shall kill him, 
and the third day he shall be raised again. 

Here He tells His disciples that He is 
to be betrayed. How did He know that? 
He states again that He is fo be killed 
and also that He would be raised on the 
third day. These predictions, as every- 
one knows, were literally fulfilled. He 
was betrayed. Let the skeptic explain 
it, if he can. If Christ was only human, 
then He could not have known, for no 
mere man has ever known the details 
regarding his death. 

Turn now to Mark 8:31. Here again 
we see the shadow of the cross: 

He began to teach them, that the Son of 
man must suffer many things, and be re- 
jected of the elders, and of the chief priests, 
and scribes, and be killed, and after three 
days rise again. 

Mark says that He spoke quite openly. 
Apparently He had no fear of contra- 
diction. He knew in advance that He 
would suffer many things, that He would 
be rejected, that it would be the elders, 
chief priests, and scribes who would be 
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responsible, and that He would be kill- 
ed, namely, executed. He knew also 
that within three days He would rise 
again. Could He have known had He 
been but a man? Most certainly not. 
For no man knows the end from the 
beginning. Christ did; and He knew 
because He was God, God manifested 
in the flesh. What has the unbeliever 
to say? , 

But again the shadow appears. Look 
ut Mark 9:9, 10. Here He speaks of 
rising from the dead and the discipies, 
Mark says, were unable to understand 
Him. 

In Mark 9:31 we have this statement: 


The Son of man is delivered into the 
hands of men, and they shail kill him; 
and after that he is killed, he shall rise 
the third day. 

There, again, He predicts in detail His 
death and resurrection, though the dis- 
ciples did not understand. 

The last passage in Mark is found in 
the 10th chapter, verses 33 and 34: 

Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and the 
Son of man shall be delivered unto the 
chief priests, and unto the scribes; and they 
shall condemn him to death, and shall de- 
liver him to the Gentiles: and they shall 
mock him, and shall scourge him, and shall 
spit upon him, and shall kill him: and the 
third day he shall rise again. 

Now here are a number of new facts, 
minute details, that only one who was 
omniscient could have revealed. The 
agnostic will have a hard time explain- 
ing these details. Neither Modernism 
nor Higher Criticism will have an an- 
swer. Either Christ was what He 
claimed to be —God manifested in the 
flesh —or else there is no explanation. 

He said it would happen in Jerusalem. 
We had that before. He stated that He 
would be delivered to the authorities; 


that He would be condemned to death’ 


and then handed over to the Gentiles. 
That, of course, is exactly what hap- 
pened. He was first condemned by the 
Jews and then sent to Pilate. But how 
did He know that His trial would, pro- 
ceed along these lines? He said He 
would be mocked; He was. He stated 
that they would scourge Him; they did. 
Then He gave again the information 
He had given before, namely, that He 
would be killed and on the third day 
resurrected. 


UT new note one added detail,,a de- 
tail so insignificant yet so important 
that it cannot be overlooked. He said 
they would spit on Him. How did He 
know that? Here we have a mere de- 
tail; not only is He to be killed, He is to 
be spit upon; and long before it hap- 
pens He tells His disciples all about it. 
Surely He was what: He claimed to be 
—the Son of the living God.’ He knew 
the end from the beginning. He could 
not be surprised, He was able to foretell 
even in detail the agonies through which 
He would pass. 
We turn now to Luke and here again 
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we behold the shadow of the cross. 
First of all Luke 9:22 says: 

The Son of man must suffer many things, 
and be rejected of the elders and chief 
priests and scribes, and be slain, and be 
raised the third day. 

Nothing new here, but the same posi- 
tive statement, proving conclusively His 
deity. 

Now follows verse 31. Here His heav- 
enly visitors, Moses and Elijah, talked 
with Him about the death He was to 
die at Jerusalem. Hence it could be no 
surprise when it came. He was not to 
be taken off His guard. He knew the 
place and He knew the kind of death 
that was to be His. 

Luke 9:44 reads as follows: 

The Son of man shall be delivered into 
the hands of men. 

Here we have again the same state- 
ment which the following verse says the 
disciples could not understand. 

In Luke 17:25 the same information 
is given. 

In Luke 
words: 

Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, and all 
things that are written by the prophets con- 
cerning the Son of man shall be accom- 
plished. For he shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and spite- 
fully entreated, and spitted on: and they 


shall scourge him, and put him to death: 
and the third day he shall rise again. 


18:31-33 we have these 


ERE are several new facts which He 
imparted to His twelve disciples. He 


recognizes that the prophets of the Old 


Testament Scriptures had written about 
Him hundreds of years before and. He 
states that everything written would 
be accomplished. Then He gives a num- 
ber of details. He speaks once more of 
being mocked, spitefully entreated, and 
spat upon. He says again that He 
would be scourged, put to death, and 
raised the third day. 

All this was hidden from the dis- 
ciples. They could not understand it 
and they were afraid to question Him. 
But we know now that it has been ful- 
filled, and that the One who told it be- 
fore it happened was none other than 
the Son of the living God. 

In Luke 22:19, 20 He breaks the bread 
and says: “This is my body which is 
given for you.” He takes the cup and 
declares, “This cup is the new testament 
in my blood, which is shed for you.” 
Thus He speaks of His body being 
broken and His blood being shed. He 
follows this by declaring that the very 
one who is to betray Him was sitting 
there with Him at the table. How, I ask 
again, did He know? These are stupen- 
dous facts, nor can they be explained 
unless it is admitted that He was what 
He said He was,— God manifested in the 
flesh. 

The last passage in Luke is found in 
chapter 24, verses 7, 8: 

The Son of man must be delivered into 


the hands of sinful men, and be crucified, 
and the third day rise again. 
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Here we have a statement after His 
resurrection, reminding the disciples of 
what He had said before He had died, as 
if to say: “Didn’t He tell you so? Don’t 
you remember what He said? Can’t you 
recall His statements? Why are you so 
blind? Months before it happened He 
told you all these things that have now 
taken place. Why didn’t you believe 
Him? Do you realize now that He was 
no mere man? Do you now admit His 
deity? Be not faithless, but believing.” 


AVING dealt with the Synoptics, let 

us turn now to the Gospel of John 
and glance at a number of important 
passages: 

Destroy this temple, and in three days I 
will raise it up (John 2:19). 

Verse 21 says that He referréd to His 
body. Well, they destroyed it, but in 
three days it was raised again. 

When ye have lifted up the Son of man, 
then shall ye know that I am he (John 8:28). 

Here, for the first time, He suggested 
the very manner of His death. He said 
He would be “lifted up.” His reference, 
of course, was to crucifixion. So He 
knew that He was to die on a cross. 

He adds, “Then shall ye know that I 
am he.” The word “he” is in italics, 
which means that it is not in the orig- 
inal. What He really said was this, 
“Then shall ye know that I am.” He 
was the great “I AM,” and He knew it. 
Here He claims to be God. He uses the 
very expressions which God uses in the 
Old Testament Scriptures. 

John 10:11, 15, 17, 18—In verse 11 He 
prophesied that He would give His life, 
and He did. In verse 15 He said He 
would “lay down” His life, and He did. 
In verse 17 He adds that He would take 
it again and, in verse 18, declares that no 
one could take it from Him, that He had 
power both to lay it down and take it. 
That alone stamps Him with deity, 

No mortal man can lay down His 
life of his own free will; he can be 
killed, but he cannot die when he wants 
to. Jesus did. While hanging on the 
cross He cried, “It is finished”; then He 
added, “Father, into thy hands -I. com- 
mend my spirit.” After that the Word 
says “he gave up the ghost,” or, as it is 
in the original, “he dismissed his spirit.” 

The soldiers broke the legs of the 
thieves because they were net dead, but 
when they came to Jesus they found He 
was dead already. He ought not to have 
died so quickly and He would not have 
died when He did had He been an or- 
dinary man. He, being God, was able 
to die at will and, when He was ready, 
He simply dismissed His spirit, and H 
was dead. : 

Likewise, on the third day He re- 
turned from Paradise, where He had 
gone with the thief, re-entered His cold, 
inanimate body, rose up and walked out 
of the sepulcher. He had the power to 


take the body He had laid down. No 
one else has ever had that power. Was 
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He not divine? Was He not God? If 
not, then who was He? 

And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me. This he said, 
signifying what death he should die (John 
12:32, 33). 

Here, definitely, long before it took 
place, He states that He is to die by 
crucifixion. He says again that He is 
to be lifted up. He knew He would be 
lifted up upon the cross. John definitely 
declares that He said this in order to 
describe the very manner of His death. 
It was to be death by crucifixion. If He 
was not God, how did He know it? 

For the last time the shadow of the 
cross is seen in John 13:1, where John 
says that Jesus knew that His hour had 
come and that He was about to depart 
out of the world unto His Father. He 
knew it, John says, knew the very hour, 
knew that the time had come to leave 
the world, knew that He was going to 
His Father. But how did He know? He 
knew because He was exactly what He 
claimed to be. He was God incarnate 
in flesh. Only God possesses omnis- 
cience. 

Here, then, we see the shadow of the 
cross throughout His entire ministry. 
Again I point out that He was never 
surprised. Nothing happened that He 
did not expect. He knew everything. 
What has the unbeliever to say? In 
view of these facts, how can he ignore 
the claims of Christ? 

One of these days we shall all stand 
before this Christ of whom we have 
been speaking. He has made an ap- 
pointment with us that we cannot evade. 
The God who was manifested in flesh 
is to be our Judge. 

We have no excuse for our unbelief. 
We must come to the conclusion that 
He was what He said He was and, if 
that be so, then we must get ready to 
meet Him, for there is ho escape. 

Let: me suggest that the doubter sit 
down and read again the passages I 
have listed; that he read them prayer- 
fully, asking God to illuminate his dark- 
ened mind, that he may come to know 
the Christ who knows all about him, 
and who will some day call him to ac- 
count; then let him open his heart and 
accept the Christ, whom he has so long 
rejected, as his own personal Saviour. 
He will then fall down before Him and 
cry with Thomas of old, “My Lord and 
my God.”

God loveth a cheerful giver. And God 
is able to make all grace abound toward 
you; that ye, always having all suffi- 
ciency in all things, may abound to 
every good work” (2 Cor. 9:7, 8). 
Voluntary giving is not only the Scrip- 
tural basis for the support of the church, 
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but scores, probably hundreds of sound, 
fundamental churches are proving that 
this plan actually works in practice. 
There are many such churches which 
“pay as they go,” have no debts, and yet 
have valuable property and equipment 
to meet all the needs of their Sunday 
schools, young people’s and missionary 
societies, and their worship services. 
One of the most outstanding examples 
of a successful enterprise carried on 
along these lines is the Old Fashioned 
Revival Hour, conducted by Charles E. 
Fuller. This is broadcast every Sunday 
night over a chain of more than four 
hundred stations and costs a tremen- 
dous sum every week; yet this large 
amount is supplied every week entirely 
by voluntary contributions. 
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Still They Carry On 
in Belgium 


RIALS always beset the path of the 

Christian worker. But our own are 
sometimes dwarfed by the mountains of 
trouble by which our Christian breth- 
ren in the war areas are surrounded 
today. How much there is of faith and 
courage in the following letter from one 
of the workers of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission in Belgium, written early in 
February: 

“The work here is not so encouraging 
as it was; the meetings are not so well 
attended, for many reasons, which are 
often only excuses. For a month the 
winter has made itself felt in all its 
severity, with snow and ice. It is cer- 
tainly a long time since we have had 
such a severe winter. People are afraid 
to expose themselves to the cold, not be- 
ing sufficiently nourished with fatty 
foods to stand such a low temperature. 
The heating in our meeting places is also 
a difficult problem to solve, since the 
replenishing of the coal supply in these 
places could not be taken care of in ad- 
vance. We must heat with wood, and 
wood is very expensive. In spite of that, 
there are still many souls hungry for 
the truth. 

“I have already sold three Bibles this 
year, in the new Swiss edition. These 
Bibles are very good. In spite of what 
has happened we are still able to work 
rather freely, and we hope that with the 
coming good weather our faithful ones 
will attend our meetings with new zeal. 
There are also Christians who have been 
troubled by what has happened, since 
they did not believe we should go 
through such hard times before the com- 
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ing of the Lord. There is still a ques- 
tion of nourishment which preoccupies 
many of the people since their faith is 
not strong enough to enable them to seek 
the Kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness,— with the promise that all these 
other things will be added to them. 
“As you can see our task is not very 
easy, and we need to be upheld by your 
prayers. Nevertheless we are happy for 
the privilege which is given us of bear- 
ing a testimony to the love of God, to the 
cross which saves perfectly, to the sim- 
plicity and beauty of the Gospel. Never 
has this Good News appeared so marvel- 
ous as in these times. Pray that God 
may enable us to announce it with more 
faith and courage. When we look at 
the difficulties we are sometimes tempted 
to say, ‘What’s the use?’ Then we re- 
member that the seed is living and that 
it will not return to Him void; we re- 
member the love of the Lord, and His 
blood poured out for souls, and we keep 
on. We remember also His near com- 
ing, and the Lord’s great victory over 
His enemies, and we take courage again.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


S WE meditate upon our blessed 
A Lord’s sufferings on the cross we 

may well be subdued and hum- 
bled as we remember that it was because 
of our sins He endured that awful agony. 
We, ourselves, are the very “Why” of 
Calvary. All His life long the Lord Jesus 
had looked forward to this hour when 
He was to be immolated as the great 
sin offering, fulfilling all the sacrificial 
types of the old dispensation. His one 
offering was to settle the sin question 
forever. It was not possible that the 
animal sacrifices offered under the law 
should put away sin (Heb. 10:4). There 
was not the intrinsic value in such blood 
to pay the debt of sin. But because of 
the infinite value of the person of Christ 
He could by His one offering make an 
available propitiation for the sins of the 


world, so that upon the basis of His 
finished work, God could proclaim re- 
mission of sins (Acts 13:38, 39) to all 
who believe. 


In considering the sufferings of our 
Lord on_the cross, it is important to 
remember that the six hours during 
which He hung upon the cross were di- 
vided into two parts. From the third 
hour (6 a. m.) to the sixth hour (noon) 
the sun was shining down upon the 
scene. During these hours the empha- 
sis is put upon His sufferings at the 
hands of sinful men. Nothing that man 
could do to or against Him had any- 
thing to do with making atonement for 
sin. But from the sixth to the ninth 
hour (3 p. m.) darkness enshrouded the 
scene and the Son of man was hidden 
from the eyes of the throngs gathered 
about the cross, while God was dealing 
with Him about our sins. Then He was 
made sin for us (2 Cor. 5:21). Then the 
bitter cup was pressed to His lips and 
He drained it to the dregs. His awful 
cry of agony and abandonment, “My 


God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” tells us as nothing else could some- 
thing of what it meant for Him, the Holy 
One, to stand before God as our surety 
and to bear the judgment which our 
sins deserved. 


The Historical Setting 


Whether the crucifixion was actually 
on Friday, as church tradition declares, 
or whether on an earlier day, as many 
students of the Word believe, is a ques- 
tion that may never be satisfactorily 
settled until we see His face; but the 
great thing to realize is that when His 
hour was come He gave Himself up to 
the death of the cross, and there suf- 
fered that we might be saved. It was 
on Passover day, A. D. 30, that this great 
event took place. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 15:33.—“When the sixth hour 
was come.” This was high noon, and 


for the following three hours “was 
darkness over the whole land.” This was 
during the last half of the period of the 
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Lesson for June 7 


crucifixion. The darkness was super- 
natural. It was not an eclipse, as noth- 
ing of that sort could occur at Passover 
time. God was drawing a veil over the 
scene as His holy Son was bearing the 
sins of. the world. 


Verse 34.—“Eloi, Eloi, lama sabach- 
thani.” The words used by our Saviour 
to express the anguish of His soul are 
Aramaic, probably the language of His 
childhood, as it was the speech of the 
common people generally after the re- 
turn from Babylon. The interpretation 
is given, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” It was not simply 
that Jesus imagined Himself forsaken. 
He was actually in the sinner’s place, 
enduring divine judgment against sin. 
Elizabeth Barret Browning, with keen 
spiritual insight, has called this “Imman- 
uel’s orphaned cry.” He was forsaken 
that we might never know the awful- 
ness of being abandoned by God in eter- 
nal judgment. 


Luke 23:33—*The place, which is 
called Calvary.” It was an inconspicu- 
ous hill, skull-shaped, outside the city 
wall, but from the time of the crucifixion 
of our Lord the most widely-known hill 
in all the world, even though its actual 
site has been a matter of controversy 
for centuries. “Calvary” means “a 
skull.” “There they crucified him.” In 
this account, by Luke, we are carried 
back to the beginning of the sufferings 
of the Lord Jesus Christ on the cross. 


Verse 34.—“Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” This was 
our blessed Lord’s way of lifting from 
the Jews the fearful malediction of their 
own leaders, “His blood be on us, and 
on our children” (Matt. 27:25). He put 
them on the ground of manslaughter, 
rather than murder, and so opened for 
them a city of refuge (Num. 35:11) 
where all might find shelter who will 
flee: to Him in repentance and faith 
(Heb. 6:17-19). 


Verse 35.—“He saved others; let him 
save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen 
of God.” This was exactly what He 
could not do. He had to die as the Sub- 
stitute for sinners or none could be saved 
at all. 
Himself He could not save, 
He on the cross must die, 

Or mercy could not come 
To ruined sinners nigh; 

Yes, Christ the Son of God must bleed, 
If sinners would from sin be freed. 

Verse 36.—“The soldiers also mocked 
him ... offering him vinegar.” This, 
as John tells us, was in answer to his 
agonized cry, “I thirst”! (John 19:28, 
29.) 


Verse 37.—“If thou be the king of the 
Jews.” To the soldiers this was but a 
grim jest. They could not conceive of 
this bleeding, anguished man of grief as 
a king, yet He was in very truth the true 
King of the Jews and some day will be 
manifested as “King of kings, and Lord 
of lords” (Rev. 19:16).

Verse 38.—“Greek, and Latin, and He- 
brew.” Pilate’s superscription was writ- 
ten in Greek, the language of culture; 
Hebrew, the language of religion; and 
Latin, the language of worldly power. 
All were united in the rejection of Jesus 
as King. 

Verse 39.—“‘One of the malefactors ... 
railed on him.” At first both joined in 
thus ridiculing and blaspheming Him 
(Matt. 27:44). But as the hours drag- 
ged slowly on, a change came over one 
of them. 

Verse 40.—‘The other answering re- 
buked him.” One of the two hardened 
wretches was moved to repentance as 
he considered the Holy Sufferer on that 
central cross. He realized that this was 
the One, of whom the prophets had 
spoken, who was yet to reign in right- 
eousness, though now in the same con- 
demnation with sinners. 


Verse 41.—“This man hath done noth- 
ing amiss.” He confessed the justness 
of the sentence against himself and his 
impenitent companion, but he recog- 
nized the purity and holiness of Jesus 
Christ. It was a wonderful declaration, 
coming at such a time and from such a 
source. Faith always justifies God and 
condemns self. 


Verse 42.—‘Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom.” It was 
wonderful faith that enabled this man 
to look beyond death to a coming King- 
dom, where Jesus was to reign. He was 
divinely taught, otherwise he would 


_ never have identified that thorn-crowned 


man of grief as God’s anointed King, 
whose authority death itself could not 
void. 


Verse 43.—‘To day shalt thou be with 
me in paradise.” In this answer Jesus 
tells him, as it were, “You will not have 
to wait till I return to set up my Kingdom 
in order to be remembered by me. You 
will share with me from today on — you 
shall be with me as one of my chosen, 
my redeemed in Paradise.” And he was, 
for before that day ended at sunset the 
Lord Himself and the penitent male- 
factor, the first trophy of the work of 
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the cross, were together in the Paradise 
of God. 


Verse 44—“A darkness over all the 
earth.” Now Luke carries us on to the 
last half of the six-hour period, during 
which Jesus Christ hung upon the cross. 
We have considered this already, as pre- 
sented by Mark. 


Verse 45.—“The veil of the temple was 
rent in the midst.” It was the hand of 
God that tore the veil in two, from top 
to bottom (Matt. 27:51) in order to show 
that the legal dispensation was now at 
an end. God was no longer hidden. He 
could come out to man and man could 
go in to Him (Heb. 10: 19-22). 


Verse 46.—“Jesus ... cried with a loud 
voice.” It was not the voice of one who 
was dying of exhaustion. Jesus laid 
down His own life when all was finished. 
But this was a cry of trust and confi- 
dence as He committed His human spirit 
to the Father’s care, just before He dis- 
missed it from its physical tenement. 
The expression, “He gave up the ghost,” 
means literally, “He dismissed His 
spirit.” 

The Heart of the Lesson 


The four accounts of the crucifixion 
taken together give us the full meaning 
of the work of the cross. Jesus is pre- 
sented enduring the shame and physical 
anguish inflicted upon Him by man for 
three awful hours. In that period His 
own spirit was undisturbed. He was in 
perfect communion with the Father, and 
manifested a tender concern for others, 
but there was no word of self-pity or 
commiseration for His own sufferings. 
But in the last three hours He was en- 
during the terrible ordeal of bearing the 
judgment our sins deserved. His cry 
of loneliness is the key to the deeper 
suffering of those hours of darkness 
when God, the righteous Judge, had to 
abandon Him to the inward spiritual suf- 
fering as the surety for sinners. It was 
then His soul—not merely His body — 
was made an offering for sin (Isa. 53:10).

The Busy Men's Corner

Conscious to the Last.—They gave him 
to drink wine mingled with myrrh: but 
he received it not (Mark 15:23). That 
is to say, the Lord Jesus said, “Nc,” al- 
though this is not recorded as one of 
“Christ’s words on the cross.” We are 
told that the women of Jerusalem, like 
good women everywhere, had great com- 
passion for those who were executed 
in the cruel fashion of that day, and 
so to soften the agony of the crucifixion 
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they provided this mixture of vinegar, 
gall, myrrh. 

The Lord Jesus refused to have His 
faculties deadened. I have told of a 
friend who when he was sick unto death 
said to his doctor, “Whatever you do, 
Doc, please let me die sober.” This is 
the prayer of many a sick one. Every 
real man wants to be able to sail out 
across the bar waving a fond farewell 
to the dear ones left on the shore. 

If the Master had not been fully con- 
scious, would that repentant thief have 
had his cry heard and received the glo- 
rious reply, “To day shalt thou be with 
me in paradise”? 

In this connection there is a fine op- 
portunity for the teacher to call atten- 
tion to the dangerous use of narcotics. 
Those who have investigated the matter 
say the havoc in the lives of the un-” 
fortunate victims is terribly great. Most 
of the desperate crimes of young men 
are committed while under the power of 
a narcotic called “heroin.” 


The Hallmark.—Father, forgive them 
(Luke 23:34). If the Beatitudes are the 
hallmark of the new religion, this prayer 
from the cross is the “In hoc signo 
vinces” (“By this sign thou shalt con- 
quer”). The first victory of the conquer- 
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ing slogan occurred a few years later 
when Deacon Stephen made the same 
prayer in different words, and the. great- 
est Brains of the Enemy was taken into 
custody. Yea, the greatest intellect of his 
generation. : 

This man of brains was a freeborn Ro- 
man Jew by the name of Saul de Tarsus. 

If the above metaphors seem a little 
mixed, never mind. I am writing in the 
dog days! 

The one characteristic of the early 
Christians was their refusal to fight back 
at their persecutors. When the early 
Christian martyrs were murdered in the 
Arena of Rome, and elsewhere, the spec- 
tators who crowded the bleachers were 
amazed to see these men and women, 
about to go down before beast and gladi- 
ator, fall on their knees and pray this 
prayer of the Master. It is said that this 
fact, more than any other, led to the 
rapid spreading of the Christian religion. 

If you have not read Mark Twain’s 
masterpiece “Joan of Arc,” get it from 
the library and turn to the execution 
scene. 

In Philadelphia, at the east end of the 
Girard Avenue Bridge, is an equestrian 
statue of Joan. When I pass by fF think 
of that splendid woman and her supreme 
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faith that led her to face the death, by 
being burned at the stake, calmly, with 
a. prayer for her priestly murderers on 
her lips. 

Fox’s “Book of Martyrs” has many an 
example of the same sort. 


Open “Sesame.”—Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy kingdom 
(v. 42). I used to be fond of fairy stories 
— Arabian Nights, Hans Christian An- 
dersen, Grimms’, and others. In fact, I 
continue to be quite fond of them. 

If I remember rightly, when you 
wanted the door to open you simply pro- 
nounced the word, “Sesame,” and the 
great door swung on its hinges, and, lo 
and behold! all the golden gems were at 
your disposal. 

Now, who was it that said, “Sesame”? 
I have asked, and folks don’t know 
whether it was Aladdin of the Lamp, 
or Sinbad the Sailor, or Ali Baba of 
the Forty Thieves. [It was Ali Baba.] 

Our boys and girls of this generatioh, 
it would seem, no longer read these old 
fanciful thrillers. 

At any rate, the point I am trying to 
make is that Paradise is a most easily 
accessible and happy place—just two 
words in English, probably only one in 
the Greek, “Remember me.” 

You may not like the idea of that self- 
confessed criminal going sweeping into 
Heaven with the Saviour Himself. Note 
the quotation, “with me.” But your not 
liking the murderer stepping out of the 
electric chair into the chariot for Para- 
dise doesn’t prevent such being the way 
of Heaven, according to the Scripture 
and the present incident. 

This story is all I have for an unsaved 
dying man. No use quoting God’s prom- 
ises to such a man. But he can under- 
stand the dying thief on the cross and 
the thief’s cry for mercy. 

I know what I am talking about, for 
I have stood by the bedside of dying 
unsaved sinners and have seen such a 
one with joy take this last chance for 
Paradise.

And when he turned his face to the wall 
at last, his smile—as W. E. Henley said 
of Lord Lister—“his rare sweet smile 
was sweet with certainties.” To such a 
man, whether he be as simple as Uncle 
Tom (in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin”) or as 
scholarly as Michael Faraday, faith is 
one unbroken song and life a ceaseless 
luxury.—From F. W. Boreham, in Reve- 
lation.

HIS is a day of great heroism. Nota 
day passes without its hero who dies 
for his country, or gives his life that others 
might live. The commanding officer of 
a ship, mortally wounded, directs action 
until the ship goes down, refusing res- 


‘cue, ordering his men into the lifeboats. 


The pilot of a plane stays in his burning 
ship, giving the other men a chance to 
bail out, and losing his own life. 

Down through the ages, martyrs have 
heroically given their lives for Christ’s 
sake; men and women and even children 
have suffered every death that could be 
conceived by the demon-driven brains of 
their persecutors. 

We often hear Christ spoken of as a 
martyr, a man who died for a cause, thus 
classing Him with the heroic dead of 
earth. Be sure you do not give the chil- 
dren such an impression. 

Christ is God as well as man. Christ 
was not a martyr: He gave up His own 
life. No man could have taken it away 
from Him (John 10:17, 18). Christ came 
to earth to die on the cross (Phil. 2:5-8). 
He was born in Bethlehem to die on 
Calvary. 

Death by crucifixion is a terrible death, 
but Christ did not flinch from that any 
more than the martyrs did, but the thing 
that brought the cry from Christ’s lips 
was the load of sin which He bore “in 
his own body on the tree,” and the sep- 
aration from the Father. 
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This is something none of us can com- 
prehend. We can never know His suffer- 
ing, for He bore it for us. This is a les- 
son that very small children can have 
very little understanding of, but you 
caf tell them the story of the three 
crosses on Calvary’s hill, with two sinful 
men who deserved death on two of the 
crosses, and One on the middle cross who 
had no sin—God’s own Son. (Use three 
crosses on your Scripturegraph board). 

Why was the Lord Jesus there? The 
children may say that it was because 
Judas betrayed Him and wicked men 
hated Him and killed Him. And this 
is true as far as it goes, but if Christ 
had willed, He could have destroyed 
them all, and gone free. 

He was there because -we are all sin- 
ners—all the world has sinned — and 
deserve to die for our sin, but He took 
our place. He tasted death for every 
man. He has paid the price of sin so 
we may have eternal life. 

But we must do one thing. We must 
accept Him as our Saviour. His death 
will do us no good unless we do. 

There was a man, a wicked man named 
Barabbas, in the prison in Jerusalem. 
He should have been on that middle 
cross on Calvary’s hill. But Pilate freed 
him and condemned Jesus Christ, at the 
cry of the mob, and so Christ took 
Barabbas’ place on the cross, and Ba- 
rabbas was set free. 

You and I were sinners. We deserved 
punishment, but Christ took our place 
and our punishment. 

Have you accepted the Lord Jesus as 
your Saviour?

Discussion: Let the fellows enumerate 
such articles of food, raiment, or other 
benefits as they may be able to trace back 
to the death of some plant, animal, or 
person.

AY, fellows, “Life from Death” is 

the title of a short story in tract 
form written by August Van Ryn (Good 
News Publishing Co., 322 W. Washing- 
ton St., Chicago). A prominent and 
highly cultured person objected to the 
teaching of the Blood Atonement on the 
cross of Calvary, saying it was a 
“butcher’s doctrine.” The writer’s an- 
swer to that objection is so convincing 
that I want you fellows to have it in 
connection with today’s Calvary lesson. 
In reply to a question, he was telling this 
prominent and cultured person his plan 
of preaching the Gospel. “I preach the 


great fundamental facts set forth in the 
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Bible —the Word of.God. That man is 
a victim, for he is born in sin, which 
certainly is no fault of his own. But 
that man is more. than a mere victim 
—to be pitied, for he is a guilty being 
as well, for he loves his sin and does not 
want to get rid of it. I told him that 
I preached the fact that man is utterly 
helpless to lift himself out of this con- 
dition, and that it was necessary he 
should be lifted by someone from above; 
And that the blessed Son of God came 
into this world; came to lift man out 
of sin and shame; that He died and shed 
His life’s blood: that sinners might be 
saved through the pouring out of His 
precious blood.” 
prominent and cultured person expos- 
tulated: “Oh, we don’t believe in that 
blood religion any more, That’s butcher’s 
doctrine !” 


Then Mr. Van Ryn asked the objector 
what he had had for dinner today. 
“What has that to do with it?” he re- 
plied, but eventually he admitted that 
among other things he had had steak. 


“Oh, steak? And I thought you told 
me just now fhat you did not believe in 
butcher’s doctrine when it is a question 
of saving your soul? But you do believe 
in it when it concerns filling your stom- 
ach. When it comes to this body, man 
is wise enough. Oh, that man would 
use the same thought in regard to the 
value of his soul! 


“Listen: every time you eat meat it is 
because some innocent animal that has 
never sinned in its life died for you. 
Where did you get those shoes you wear? 
An innocent animal died to provide the 
leather. The food you eat, the clothes 
you wear, the shoes on your feet, the 
home you live in, everything, yes, every- 
thing in this world you owe to death, 
to the shedding of blood. Even so, it is 
absolutely imperative that your soul 
should be saved, too, through the shed- 
ding of blood, or you will be damned 
forever. 

“Why? do you ask? Because this 
world is a world of sin and death. Long 
ago God said that ‘the wages of sin is 
death.’ Therefore everything dies. That 
penalty must be paid. Man pays it; the 
animal pays it; the insect pays it; the 
plant pays it; all that has life pays it. 
And it would have gone on thus forever 
if One had not come who did not have 
to pay, because He was the eternal God; 
but who in matchless love paid the price 
of sin on our behalf. Christ died for us, 
so that we might be saved from the pen- 
alty, the power, and the presence of sin. 
He died, He shed His blood, that we 
might live. And that story is stamped 
on all creation as well, for all creatures 
die that other creatures might live.” 


Listen, fellows: “It is the blood of 
Christ, God’s Son, that cleanseth from 
all sin (1 John 1:9). It is the blood of 
Christ that sets the slave of sin free 
(1 Pet. 1:18, 19).. It is the blood of

ILL in the Thursday square on the 

chart. Show a picture of an in- 
dividual in Jewish clothes to represent 
Judas. What scorn and shame Judas 
has received all these years since he 
became a traitor to the Lord! What 
else did he receive as pay for his deed? 
(Rom, 6:23a.) Let us represent sin by 
a. small black heart which should be 
pinned to the figure of Judas. 

There were two criminals crucified 
with the Lord. What kind of hearts 
did they have? Use cut-outs to repres@ht 
them, and fasten a tiny black heart to 
each. What kind of hearts did the men 
who crucified the Lord and made fun 
of Him have? AsI read the story (Luke 
23: 33-43) notice the different ways in 
which the Lord showed His love — His 
everlasting love—even to these unde- 
serving people. Paul says, “God com- 
mendeth [shows, proves] his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us” (Rom. 5:8; Memory 
Verse). 

But these people were Jews who lived 
long ago. Do American people nowadays 
have black hearts? Have some pictures 
and use black hearts as above. What 
about boys and girls in this Sunday 
school? Use Romans 3:23 as a Bible ref- 
erence. By means of pins or thumb- 
tacks, group all the pictures at the left 
of a poster. Print above them, “All have 
sinned.” If the children object that 
their sins are not as big as some others’, 
print the word “sin” in very large let- 
ters and also in very small ones. Ask: 
What is this word? This one? What? 
Are both “sin”? One is so tiny; can it 
be the same as that big one? Likewise, 
the real thing is equally sin, whether big 
or little in size, Stealing is stealing, 
whether you take one cent or a thou- 
sand dollars. 

What is the “wages” of sin? Death. 
But who took the death that these black 
hearts deserved? The Bible says, “We 
see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering of death, 
... that he by the grace of God should 
taste death for every man” (Heb. 2:9); 
and that means every boy and girl, too. 

A farmer’s wife and her sister, in Eng- 
land, were polishing the top of a beauti- 
ful dining room table. “What a pity 
this is all scratched and scored so!” said 
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the sister. “Yes,” was the reply, “but 
it saved six lives a week ago. That is 
how it got those gashes.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Goal.—To consider the meaning of 
Christ’s words on the cross. 











HOW the words of Christ on a chart 
in the order in which they were 
given: 

1. “Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do” (Luke 23:34). 

2. “Verily I say unto thee, To day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise” (Luke 
23: 43). 

3. “Woman, behold thy son!” “Behold 
thy mother!” (John 19:26, 27.) 

4. “My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” (Matt. 27:46; Mark 15:34.) 

5. “I thirst” (John 19:28). 

6. “It is finished” (John 19:30). 

7. “Father, into thy hands I commend 
my spirit” (Luke 23:46). 

In studying these sayings you will 
notice that at least one is recorded in 
each Gospel, although Matthew and 
Mark each contain only one and use 
the same words. Luke and John each 
contain three. In the first and last 
Christ addressed God as “Father.” In 
the fourth He cried to “God,” Creator, 
Controller of the universe, the majestic, 
holy Lord, before whom He then ap- 
peared as One who was covered with 
the sins of the world (Isa. 53:5). In the 
first He showed concern for sinners, col- 
lectively; in the second for an individual 
sinner; in the third for those who loved 
and knew Him. The fourth indicated 
His heart burden because of sisiners; 
the fifth His own humanness even while 
He died for the world. 
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Through the sixth saying the crisis of 
earth’s tragedies was reached (Heb. 9: 
26), and through the last words the 
glory of God which dwelt on earth in 
the person of Jesus Christ was returning 
to the invisible Throne of the Heavenly 
Father, and until He comes “with power 
and great glory,” we can behold only 
“as in a glass the glory of the Lord” 
(Matt. 24:30; 2 Cor. 3:18; 4:6). 


Ca.tvary’s MESSAGE FOR YOu 
Discuss with the girls the significance 
of each of the sayings in relation to 
themselves. 


1. Christ could have come down from 
the cross when the people “derided him,” 
but if He had, no one would ever have 
been forgiven. His objective from the 
foundation of the world was forgiveness 
for sinners, even for those who were 
hurting Him in person. 

2. No matter, though, how much He 
longs to forgive, no one can be forgiven 
unless that one, like the penitent thief, 
desires it. Wouldn’t it be terrible to 
have God forget you! When God for- 
gives, He forgets your sins (Psa. 103:12), 
but He will eternally remember you 
(Mal. 3:16). This is an important fact 
for distracted folks to know. 


3. From the cross came responsibilities. 
No longer would Christ be able in per- 
son to minister to His mother, and to 
this disciple-friend. Therefore He per- 
mitted them to minister to each other in 
loving memory of Himself. No longer 
is He here in person to tell your neigh- 
bors about the Heavenly Father. You 
must do that if they would know. Have 
you bowed before the cross and waited 
until the Lord has laid someone upon 
your heart because of your love for Him? 


4. Were you ever brought face to face 
with the emptiness of a life without 
God? Through His experience on the 
cross Christ felt fhe awfulness of ab- 
sence from God, and the experience was 
so terrifying that He wants to rescue 
everyone from such agony of soul. There 
is no need of anyone missing the way 
to God because the way is available for 
all, and when the Lord does occupy a 
human heart, no tragedy can shake that 
one away from Him (John 14:27; Psa. 
46: 1-3). 

5. Can you imagine what it must have 
meant for the Lord Jesus to thirst? His 
was not only the thirst caused by fever 
and pain. It was a thirst for the love of 
those for whom He died. He now bids 
those who thirst to come unto Him and 
drink of His love (John 7:37, 38), but 
while God’s Son hung upon Calvary’s 
cross there was no one to whom He could 
appeal, for while He was being made sin 
for us, even the Father’s back was turned 
upon Him (2 Cor. 5:21). All the com- 
fort and peace which He promises to us 
were unavailable to God the Son as He 
died — alone. 

6. “I hope everything will be the way 
it ought to be when this war is over,” 
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a young soldier wrote to us. We do not 
know how soon “everything will be the 
way it ought to be,” but when Christ 
said, “It is finished,” it was because He 
had met the need and responsibility of 
mankind, and for all of us who believe 
in His atonement, and in His love 
“everything will be as it ought to be” 
now in our hearts (Rom, 8:1), and at last 
when our work on earth is over, and 
eternity has begun. 


7. Into the hands of the Father Christ 
commended His Spirit. That is Christ’s 
rightful place, and it is the safest place 
for you. If you believe that Christ’s 
words on Calvary included you, and if 
you are willing to let Him have His way 
in your life, then you “are Christ’s; and 
Christ is God’s” forever (1 Cor. 3:23).

HE most recent version of the Bible 

that is generally accepted is the 
American Standard Edition of the Re- 
vised Version. It was placed on sale 
about 1901, and was the outgrowth of a 
revision that had been prepared and 
published in 1881 by the joint efforts of 
two groups of English and American re- 
visers and scholars.

The other version with which most 
of us are familiar is often called the 
“Authorized Version,” or the King James 
Version. This was prepared in 1611 by 
fifty-four of the best known scholars of 
the day at the direction of James VI of 
Scotland who later became James I of 
England. The men who prepared the 
King James Version based their work 
largely on a Greek-Latin translation pre- 
pared by Beza and upon the work of 
Erasmus and Robert Stevens who lived 
in the sixteenth century. They had few 
original Greek manuscripts, but the Vul- 
gate, or Latin translation, which was 
the official version of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, was known to them.

When the revisers of 1881 began their 
work, three very ancient manuscripts or 
photographic copies of them, that could 
not be consulted when the King James 
Version was prepared, were available. 
One was the Vatican manuscript, some- 
times called Codex B, which was dis- 
covered in the Vatican library about 
A. D. 1475, and has been jealously 
guarded there ever since. Although this 
manuscript is not dated, experts have 
determined with reasonable accuracy 
from the manner in which the manu- 
script is written that it may safely be 
dated about the beginning of the fourth 
century. 
,4 
A second ancient manuscript to which 


the compilers of the Revised Version had 
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access was the Sinaitic manuscript, 
sometimes referred to as Codex Aleph. 
This manuscript was discovered about 
A. D. 1844 in an old convent at the foot 
of Mt. Sinai. Later it was brought to 
St. Petersburg, where a facsimile was 
obtained for the British Museum. Re- 
cently, however, this original manuscript 
has been purchased by Great Britain 
from the Russian Government, and it is 
now deposited in some safe place with 
other treasures of the British Museum. 
It may be dated somewhere between A. 
D. 331 and A. D. 340. 
we 
The third ancient manuscript used by 
the compilers of the Revised Version was 
the Alexandrian Version, discovered: 
about A. D. 1627 in Alexandria, Egypt, and 
which now is kept with the treasures of 
the British Museum somewhere in Eng- 
land. This manuscript is generally con- 
ceded to have been written about the 
middle of the fifth century. 
ye 
While none of these three manuscripts 
were written by the original authors of 
the Old or New Testaments it can read- 
ily be seen that they may be compared 
and checked with each other and from 
them a reasonably accurate text may be 
prepared. In addition there are many 
original writings of the early Church 
Fathers such as Origen, who was born 
about A. D. 185, and Tertullian, Irenzus, 
and Clement of Alexandria, all of whom 
were alive in A. D. 175. In the writings 
of these men large portions of our New 
Testament are quoted and thus we may 
check our present version of the Scrip- 
tures and know that they are substan- 
tially the same as the Gospels and Epis- 
tles that were known at this early date. 
$e 
Going still farther back, there are 
available today the writings of Clement 
of Rome, Polycarp, and Papias, whose 
documents and letters breathed the very 
atmosphere and language of our New 
Testament, and unmistakably show that 
they were familiar with it. Of these 
men, Clement is mentioned by the Apos- 
tle Paul as a “fellow labourer.” He 
evidently knew Paul and certainly he 
was acquainted with Paul’s writings. 
Polycarp was a disciple of John, the 
apostle, and heard from his lips the story 
of the life, death, resurrection, and ascen- 
sion of the Lord Jesus. Papias knew 
at least two disciples of the Lord. We 
may see, therefore, that from the writ- 
ings of these men our New Testament 
can be checked and verified even though 
we do not have the original manuscripts. 
4 
As for the Old Testament, the earliest 
known complete translation is what is 
generally called the Septuagint Version. 
It was made about the year 280 B. C. 
by a group of seventy men whose task 
it was to prepare a Greek translation of 
the then known Hebrew Scriptures. 
While we do not have today the original 
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of the Septuagint, we do have fragments 
of a copy prepared by Origen during the 
first half of the third century A. D. and 
other complete revisions of later date. 
All of these are valuable for compari- 
son with our present version of the Old 
Testament. The chief value of the Sep- 
tuagint Version is its witness to the fact 
that there was an older Hebrew text 


than any of the Hebrew manuscripts, 


now in existence. From the Septuagint 
have come the Old Latin Version; the 
Coptic Bible; the Syriac Version of Paul, 
Bishop of Pella; and other fragments. 


ye 

But above and beyond all these ex- 
isting, or known to have existed, manu- 
scripts is the testimony of the Word 
itself, which claims to be the revelation 
of God to man. As our Scripture text for 
this week reminds us, it is not the prod- 
uct of man’s imagination, or invention, or 
will, but the writers were “holy men,” 
moved by the Holy Spirit to write these 
things (2 Pet. 1:20, 21). All Scripture is 
given by the in-breathing of God (2 Tim. 
3:16). The writers were but the instru- 
ments through which the Word came. 
Our Bible began with God. He gave it, 
kept the writers from error in the orig- 
inal manuscripts, and has preserved it 
down through the years so that we might 
have it today.

To the Editor: 

For years the Christian Church has ex- 
perienced a time of barrenness.

We need to learn afresh that there is no 
other way of salvation for the individual or 
the world apart from the salvation achieved 
by Christ when He suffered and died for 
our redemption on the cross. However 
dark the present or future may be, we can 
be absolutely sure that God does care for 
us and will never forsake us. 

To the despondent exiles, who thought 
God had forgotten them, came the sweet 
assurance of His love and care; “Can a 
woman forget her sucking child, that she 
should not have Compassion on the son of 
her womb? yea, they may forget, yet will 
I not forget thee. Behold, I have graven 
thee upon the palms of my hands; thy 
walls are continually before me’”’ (Isa. 49: 
15, 16). 

We have forgotten God a thousand times; 
but He never forgets us. “If we are faith- 
less, he abideth faithful”.

With the New Books 





A New Biography of Finney 


A teview by Ernest Gordon of the 
new book, “Charles G. Finney,” by 
Basil Miller. (Zondervan Publish- 
ing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) 
HIS, the official account of Finney’s 
life, was written for the 150th anni- 
versary meetings to be held in Chicago 
in June, and it summarizes briefly the 
great evangelist’s own Memoirs. 


Finney evangelized over the land in 
the might of the Holy Spirit, renewing 
the spiritual life of our people to a very 
great extent. But he was also both 4 
Christian educator and Christian pastor. 
It was he who built up Oberlin College 
to be a mighty bastion of Christian life 
and teaching. It was he who established 
the Broadway Tabernacle which, for 
two generations, was a center for Chris- 
tian testimony in the metropolis. Both 
now fail us and both need to be prayed 
back into the Christian life. Can it be 
done? Finney, as few others to the 
same extent, proved the power of prayer. 
For example: 





Theodore Parker was a great opponent 
of slavery, as indeed were both Finney 
and Oberlin College. But he was also 
an antichristian fanatic who split Bos- 
ton Unitarianism wide open, sending 
shoals in whom some Christian faith 
still survived out of Unitarianism into 
the Episcopal Church. When Finney 
came to Boston, Parker did all in his 
power to oppose him. Finney asked to 
talk with him. He was refused. Many 
convicted under Finney’s. preaching 
were, through Parker’s persiflage, losers 
of their sense of soul-danger. 


So resort was made to prayer. Forty 
people met in the vestry of the Park 
Street Church and prayed that God 
would either convert Parker or in some 
way destroy his influence, in order that 
sinners might no more be misled by him. 
They prayed until they “obtained the 
witness.” 


From that hour the tide changed. 
Parker became sick and fled from the 
city to Europe in search of health which 
he never found. He died in Florence, 





/ 
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and his Music Hall meetings did not 
long survive his death. 


When Finney met with criticisms of 
his “methods” he turned to the same God 
for help and comfort. “I looked to God 
with great earnestness, day after day, 
to be directed. After a season of great 
humiliation before Him, there came a 
great lifting up. God assured me that 
no opposition should prevail against me, 
that I had nothing to do but to keep to 
my work and wait for the salvation of 
God. 


“The sense of God’s presence and all 
that passed between my soul and God at 
that time I can never describe. It led 
me to be perfectly trustful, perfectly 
kind, and to have nothing but the most 
kindly feelings toward all the brethren 
that were misled and were arraying 
themselves against me. I felt assured 
that all would come out all right. I 
never spent a waking hour in thinking 
about it when, to all outward appear- 
ances, it seemed as if all the churches of 
the land would unite to shut me out of 
their pulpits.” 

This is an admirable study of Finney’s 
life and ministry, offered at a popular 
price. 


Systematic Theology. By Louis Berk- 
hof. (Wm. B. Erdmans Co., Grand Rapids, 
Mich., $7.50.) Dr. Berkhof, who is presi- 
dent of Calvin College, has presented a 
‘one-volume systematic theology which 
should find great approval and useful- 
ness among believers everywhere. His 
work is scholarly, yet within the com- 
prehension of laymen as well as min- 
isters who truly want to know the 
teachings of the Book. It is Scriptural, 
and while Dr. Berkhof traces the history 
of various Biblical doctrines and their 
interpretations, yet it is always to the 
Scriptures that he turns for the source 
of all authority. The treatment is thor- 
ough, well outlined, carefully written, 
and eminently readable. 

It is not to be expected that, in a 
work of this kind, every position ad- 
vanced would be acceptable to all be- 
lievers. Certainly the majority of 
readers of THE Sunpay Scuoo. Times 
would not follow the author in his amil- 
lennial interpretation of prophecy. Many 
will not fully agree with his statements 
concerning predestination. Yet even in 
these controversial matters, his presen- 
tation is stimulating and he endeavors 
to consider fairly the various positions 
which men have held. The book is at- 
tractively printed, and should find wide 
usefulness as a textbook in Christian in- 
stitutions, as well’ as in the studies of 
those who love the Word. Dr. Berkhof 
makes theology Nive, and his readers will 
thank God again and again for this 
scholarly statement of the Christian 
faith. 


; Along the Highway of Prayer. By Mrs. 
A. T. Robertson. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., 35 cents.) 
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Bible prayers grew out of a particular 
need, and since they were answered 
prayers, they serve as models for our 
own. For this reason, Mrs. Robertson, 
who as a glance will show, is mo novice 
in either writing or praying, invites the 
reader to consider first the prayers of 
spiritual struggle,— those of Jacob, Da- 
vid, Job, and Habakkuk. Next, the 
prayers of intercession offered by Abra- 
ham, Moses, Daniel, and Nehemiah. 
Then she lists the prayers of thanks- 
giving, of confidence and praise, and the 
petitions in time of war. Follow the two 
dedicatory prayers and prayers of spe- 
cial confession. 

Chapters eight and nine present ten 
Bible answers to prayer and their appli- 
cation to present-day situations, while 
chapter ten explains why some prayers 
seem to be unanswered. The book closes 
with a brief study of the mysteries of our 
Lord’s intercession and that of the early 
apostles. Although this is a subject on 
which much has been written, its treat- 
ment here is different and carries a defi- 
nite heart appeal for all who believe in 
prayer.
